PROMENAID 1992. 

The much-heralded PROMENAID 92 
takes place at the Leicester Haymarket 
Theatre on 26th January and is the 
biggest event of its kind outside London. 
The organisers are currently seeking the 
support of celebrities, businesses, journal¬ 
ists and the general public to make this 
fourth Promenaid even more successful 
than its three predecessors.

IT ASDA BE OUTRAGE! 


Over 100 angiy lesbians and 
gay men occupied a Notting¬ 
ham supermarket last month 
and held a ‘kiss In’ in protest 
against the expulsion of a les¬ 
bian couple for kissing in the 
store. 

The ‘Kiss-in’, organised by Not¬ 
tingham Outrage, took place in the 
ASDA supermarket in Hyson Green, 
Nottingham and clearly took both 
shoppers and staff by surprise with a 
medley of chants including “We’re 
Mere, we’re queer and we’re not going 
Chopping” echoing round store. 

The action, which lasted 15 
minutes, culminated In the presen¬ 
tation of a letter to the Manager from 
the lesbian and gay communities of 
Nottingham. The demands included 
an unqualified apology from the store 
and a promise not to discriminate 
against lesbian and gay shoppers 
expressing affection in future. 

OUTRIGHT spoke to the Store 
Manager, Mr. Adams, who apologised 
for being tied up when our reporter 
first called. He said he was unable to 
comment but said that everything had 
been passed to their head office in 
Leeds. We contacted their Leeds 
head office but their public relations 
person as “unavailable” at the time.

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COUNCIL ON TRIAL 

Representatives of gay and lesbian groups met with Councillors and 
Officers of Nottingham City Council at the YMCA on 27th November. This was 
the second such meeting and was supposed to be part of the Council’s 


consultation on its “Equality Pro¬ 
gramme.” 

The meeting began promptly, indeed 
so promptly that several people arrived at 
7pm to find their entry through the fire 
escape locked and had to weave their 
way between ballroom dancers in the 
grand salon to get to the meeting. 

Chief topics for discussion were hous¬ 
ing and community facilities. Eighteen 
gays and lesbians had come from a range 
of invited groups, to talk with seven 
middle ranking Officers and two Council¬ 
lors including the Chair of the "Personnel 
and Customer Care” Committee, Don 
Scott. All other Committee Chairs had 
been invited too but none came. 

Pangs of conscience? 

The Housing Director, Arthur Oscroft, 
was not in attendance. Perhaps he 
remembered the grilling he got from a 
Gay Mens Sub Committee of the Council 
in 1986. Perhaps he had some pangs of 
conscience over the lack of progress on 
lesbian and gay equality issues in his 
department in the intervening six years. 
Or perhaps not. Instead, the meeting 
heard from the Housing Manager (Alloca¬ 
tions), Hugh Driscoll, who suggested that 
the fine print on page 87 of the tenancy 
agreement might, after internal (or was it 
intern^inable?) discussions, perhaps be 
altered to include reference td sexual 
orientaiion. Pressed as to when this might 
happen, he thought it might be when 
current stocks are exhausted - in about 
three years time! So polite was the 
meeting that an opportunity for some 
outrageous indignation was missed. 

The lack of Council grants for lesbian 
and gay groups was also raised, and the 
need for financial support for a lesbian

and gay community centre. Little was 
forthcoming here though, as the Council 
now has "criteria” to observe, and the 
"criteria” don’t allow for special interest 
groups. Urban Programme grants were 
recommended once again, though the 
OUT HOUSE Project has been applying 
for six consecutive years and has failed to 
find support in any of them. 

Waiting for months 

And as for Community Development 
grants. Friend has been waiting months 
for its application to be approved and the 
omens are not good: in fact more money 
was squeezed out of the Council for gay 
and lesbian groups when it was Tory 
controlled (the magnificent sum of £200!) 
than during the period of Labour control 
since 1988. The only new wall to bang our 
lesbian and gay heads against is Mr 
Heseltine’s City Challenge money, most of 
it already earmarked for jobs and housing, 
and gay and lesbian groups as yet 
uninvited to meetings to discuss the 
spending of the remainder. 

On a question about safety on Notting¬ 
ham City Transport buses, there was no 
commitment to use the Council’s 
nominees on the Board of Directors to 
implement equal opportunities policies, 
and the Chair suggested that somebody 
should write a letter to the Director of the 
bus company! 

Bottom scraped 

The bottom of the proverbial barrel 
was scraped when an well meaning Offi¬ 
cer, when asked why there are no full 
time Council officers for gay and lesbian 
issues comparable to those employed on 
race and disability, suggested that per¬ 
haps the community could get some 
Polytechnic students on eight week 
secondments! 

By nine o’clock several Officers had 
already left. One very nervous man from 
the Planning Department had already 
escaped before any questions could be 
directed his way, and another had been 
buying presents for his daughter and had 
to get home to his wife (no poofter that 
one). None of the lesbians and gays who 
had also given up their evening’s plea¬ 
sures for the Council’s benefit (it certainly 
wasn’t for ours) left early. 

The meeting was pervaded by a pall 
of cynicism. Time and again gay and 
lesbian representatives repeated the need 
for the Council to be explicit about its 
commitment to gays and lesbians, to 
make the first move in changing its 
policies instead of engaging in endless 
"consultations”. But will they listen? We 
’ll see. The next meeting is in January.

AIDS UPDATE 


NOTTINGHAM 

At a conference in Nottingham, Dr. 
Richard Slack from Queens Medical Centre 
reported that the hospital was monitoring a 
new drug. Zidovudine which is believed to 
increase life expectancy by 70% for patients 
diagnosed with AIDS. 

During the past five years 29 Nottingham 
people have developed AIDS and 15 have 
died. HIV has been diagnosed in 120 cases in 
the city and 422 in the Trent Health region as 
a whole. 

The conference was organised by Notting- 
am Polytechnic Law School and the Terence 
iggins Trust and took place at the Bestwood 
dge Hotel and was attended by 60 dele¬ 
gates from England and Wales. 

Events organised in Nottingham for World 
Aids Day included a balloon race, an open 
day at the Nottingham Health Authority head¬ 
quarters and seminars at Nottingham Play¬ 
house.

SELL OUT FOR SWEATSHOP 


Gay Sweatshop performed The Last Enemy’ to a capacity audience in 
Nottingham’s Broadway Media Centre on November 23rd. The final perfor¬ 
mance in their nationwide tour attracted an audience of 170, and at least 
another hundred failed to obtain seats after tickets sold out at Mushroom 
Bookshop four days earlier. 

"We were inundated with requests” said Ross Bradshaw of Mushroom. "On Friday 
and Saturday we must have had over a hundred requests for tickets, and the phone 
hardly stopped ringing.” Broadway’s box office was also besieged, and one of the 
organisers, Chris Richardson of The OUT HOUSE Project, was even offered bribes on 
Friday night: "By that time we had already squeezed extra seats into the auditorium 
and there was simply no more space available. But the two women who attempted the 
bribe (of donations to charity) were very persistent. They were first in the queue for 
returned tickets on Saturday night and both got seats.” 




Most of the audience were unaware how near the play had been to cancellation. 
One of the actors, Kieran McCrystal who played three roles, had been suffering from 
food poisoning and had felt too unwell to perform on the second booking at Leeds the 
night before. “Kieran has to be gagged in one of his roles” said Mattea Goldstein, 
Sweatshop company stage manager, "and he would have been unable to go on. He 
needed time to recover and it was a question of which performance to cancel, Leeds 
or Nottingham. As the Nottingham performance was a charity benefit for The OUT 
HOUSE Project, it was Leeds that was cancelled.” 

OUT HOUSE members had spent two days turning the old Co-op Rainbow Room 
into a theatre. "Nottingham is desperately short of performance space for a medium 
size audience” said Anthony, the OUT HOUSE Secretary, "so we had to create our 
own theatre. And we did it, with the support of Broadway technician Dave Pitt, who 
almost lived in the building for three days before and after the performance.” 

Gay Sweatshop’s next tour is a year away. Director David Benedict will soon be 
commissioning a new writer, a new play and new actors. Sweatshop actors are under 
contract for each play and, for 
several members of The Last 
Enemy’ cast, the end of the 
tour means a return to the dole 
until their agents find them new 
roles to play. But they were full 
of praise for the Nottingham 
audience. "We had a very good 
audience” said David "and it 
makes a lot of difference to us. 

Despite some bad reviews from 
the London critics at the start of 
the tour, we’ve played to appre¬ 
ciative capacity audiences 
throughout.” Next time around 
they hope to perform two nights 
in Nottingham so that everyone 
who wants to see the show can 
get in. 

For The OUT HOUSE Pro¬ 
ject, Nottingham’s lesbian and 
gay community centre co-op, it 
was also a successful evening. 

Profits from the performance 
look likely to add another £280 
to their funds and bring the 
hope of a community centre a 
little bit nearer to reality.

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OUT, ONCE MORE - Pat Parris 

Pat Parris has had a number of careers in the University of Life including mother, 
out-lesbian and a worker in voluntary agencies. Recently she began a formal university 
degree in social work. Her Coming Out as a lesbian on the course showed how 
members of other groups who are themselves discriminated against, can become 
unexpected and welcome allies. Below is the first of a two-part article on some of her 


experiences. 

Was It a conscious decision to come out, I wondered. “It’s so 


It was then agreed that the 
full group would make a presen¬ 
tation that evening, everyone 


many years since I’ve been in,” she reminds me with a broad 
grin. 

"I came out to the students on the second day of the course, contributing to the session. 
It was quite interesting. There was a discussion on anti- 
oppressive practices, but there was nothing on gender. Later that 
afternoon we were asked to each look at one kind of oppression 


which I had agreed to lead. But 
in the event, only two people 


and we all tossed in situations. To my surprise an Asian woman 
student said that she needed to know more about lesbians and 
gays as they had been left off the shopping list and she was not 
happy with that. 

There were a significant number of black women on the 
course but, up to now, none that I could specifically identify with. 
However it now became clear that as a group they were 
prepared to support me, because of many of their own 
experiences of racism and sexism and were thus able to identify 
with my experiences of anti-lesbianism. 



had the nerve to stand up and 
help me out. The third person 
had suddenly developed a sore 
throat at very short notice! 

After my coming out in class 
a number of students were wait¬ 
ing for me in the corridor and 
said they admired my courage 
and would support me and a 
number of them later made a 
point of drinking with me in the 
bar, where they knew they 
would be seen with me. That 
felt good. 

As an out-lesbian the tutA 
wanted me to draw up book 
lists, and be the expert on 
everything from drag queens to 
AIDS and lesbian separatism. I 
refused to do this on the 
grounds that I had more than 
enough work on my plate and it 
was not my responsibility to 
provide an in-house crash 
course on lesbian/gay issues 
for the college. As it was, my 
personal library been plundered 
and pillaged and it was about 
time the college extended its 
own library. 

I made the point that the 
Poly should pay people proper 
wages to come and do semi¬ 
nars and not try and get 
experience on the cheap. They 
would never dream of asking a 
black student to do that. Again I 
was supported by Asian wom^ 
students. All social work sA 
dents have supervisors when 
they go out to learn their craft in 
the community. Black students 
have successfully fought to 
have black supervisors to over¬ 
see aspects of their work. I 
argued with my tutors that 
equally we should have access 
to supervisors who were les¬ 
bian. That battle is still being 
waged. 

The reaction of the college 
was to say ‘We were waiting to 
see whether you were 'coming 
out’ on the course before we 
did anything’. I thought this was 
an appalling response. For 
someone not feeling strong 
enough to be ‘out’ their need for 
a positive role model would be 
that much greater. If this prac¬ 
tice did not change it was clear 
that the next lesbian or gay 
through the college door would

^ KEEPING YOUR EYE ON THE BALL 

A weekend stroll across any of Leicester’s playing fields will often bring the pleasant sight of 
scantily clad, fit young men engaged In various forms of exercise. I believe this is called being a 
Man. Victoria Park, for example, despite its grandiose name, is little more than a playing field. 
Indeed I am told that at one tikme it was a racecourse. The much vandalised Cottages are all that 
remain of The Pavilbn. This was destroyed by bombing during the Second World War. What 
effect this had on the residents is not recorded. 

These activities are usually accompanied by ritualistic expressions such as "Man On” or 
“Come On, Lads”. On what? one wonders. These should have the effect of rapidly destroying 
any fantasies that may accompany such sights. This is serious stuff, the playing-out of the 
struggle for dominance that masculinity is made of. Apart from that you might get hurt. 

This perhaps is sufficient to explain why Gay Men are far more sensible and avoid such 
activities. There are, of course, exceptions. One such is the person hanging around in Changing 
Rooms desperately hoping for a quick flash of someone’s plumbing or that his hopelessly 
unrealistic fantasies are about to be played out in the showers. Another, even worse case, is the 
person who is there to prove they cannot be Gay because they do all The Straight things. At 
times the human capacity for self-deception seems almost infinite. 

Many advantages are to be found in taking up sport therefore it is surprising that Gay Men 
have not developed their own version. One feature of recent years is the growing variety of 
recreational activities. You don’t have to take up the gratuitous violence thinly disguised as sport 
that is American Football. There are so many activities, from Softball to Table Tennis. At the 
same time, current emphasis on health is certainly welcome for many more reasons than the 
reaction to AIDS. It certainly will not be helped by the consumption of large quantities of alcohol 
and tobacco in crowded Bars. 

Professional sport is not a very helpful role model either and, indeed is in many ways harmful 
to your health. The intense competition and training produces many injuries and drug taking. It 
must also contribute towards a very self-centred personality. On the other hand recreational 
exercise is not only helpful to health but also is a pleasant social activity, away from the Bar 
Culture, with its emphasis on physical appearance. 

At times there seems to be something masochistic in the behaviour of Gay men. So many 
seerp. to condemn themselves to forever standing on the sidelines. The perpetual spectator, 
punishing themselves by desiring that which they cannot attain. It Is far better to be the participant 
and your contribution acknowledged. Then you feel that you are involved and engaged in a 
worthwhile activity rather than being the outsider. 

All this may sound very serious. It need not be. In North America there is, I understand, an 
organisatbn called ‘The Judy Garland Bowling Memorial League’. Try imagining someone 
seriously aiming for a ‘strike’ while wearing full Drag and you will see what I mean. If dykes can 
have their tennis. Gay Men should be able to produce their own version of sport Now where is 
my Cabef?
